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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1. Claim 2 is objected to because of the following 
informalities: it is not clear whether there is any correlation 

between the phrases "two slots'', "a slide", "two bolts", "two 
holes" and "two r.esilient members" with "an elongated slot", "an 
L-shaped slide", "a bolt", "a hole" and "a resilient member" in 
claim 1, respectively- Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

3 . The following is a statement of reasons for the indication 
of allowable subject matter: claims are allowable at least for 
the reason that the prior art does not teach or reasonably 
suggest the L-shaped slide having a first section slidably 
received in the slot and the bolt engaging the inner- threaded 
hole of the slide thereby securing the casing to the mount, the 
casing is allowed to detach from the mount as an independent 
unit as set forth in the claimed combination. 

Dolan et al (US 6,039,449) discloses a side view mirror 
assembly comprising a casing (Fig. 1, a case 15 is mounted), a 
mount that comprising an outer frame member (19) , a first inner 
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mount member (13) , a second inner mount member (a mount 12 is 
disposed) and a resilient member (25) . However, Dolan et al 
does not disclose a L- shaped slide having a first section 
slidably received in the slot and the bolt engaging the inner- 
threaded hole of the slide thereby securing the casing to the 
mount, the casing is allowed to detach from the mount as an 
independent unit. 

Su (US 6,036,325) discloses a side view mirror assembly 
comprising a casing (Fig. 6, 1')/ a mount that comprising an 
outer frame member (3'), a first inner mount member (a mount 25' 
is attached) , a second inner mount member (a mount 22' is 
attached), L-shaped slide (23') and a resilient member (13'). 
However, the L-shaped slide of Su does not disclose a first 
section slidably received in the slot and the bolt engaging the 
inner-threaded hole of the slide thereby securing the casing to 
the mount, the casing is allowed to detach from the mount as an 
independent unit .
